numbers at Mulinu, armed themselves, and 
surrounded the municipality. 

Malietoa Tanus and Tamasese mustered 
about 2,000 men, well armed, but supplied 
with defective ammunition. The British and 
American Consuls endeavored to avert hos- 
*tilities, but they commenced on Jan. 1. 

Malietoa Tanus and Tamasese fought 
bravely, but 500 of their followers were cap- 
tured. Then, disheartened and outnum- 
bered, the two chiefs sought refuge on the 
| Britisn warship, and their followers sought 
protection under the guns of the Porpoise. 

Mataafa’s loss was sixty-one men killed 
and wounded, and Malietoa Tanus lost 
twelve men killed and wounded. 

The foreign residents were placed under 
the protection of a detachment of men be- 
longing to the British ship, and Chief Justice 
Chambers and his family went on board the 
ship. 

The followers of Mataafa looted and 
burned Apia, destroyed the plantations, and 
pillaged considerably in the country. 

The Consuls later decided, to recognize 
Mataafa and his chiefs as: fe provisional 
government, pending the receipt of instruc- 
tions from the powers. 

Afterward r. Rafael and the German 
Consul closed the Supreme Court, declaring 
the power was vested in them. The British 
and American Consuls then appealed to the 
Captain of the Brjtish warship Porpoise, who 
landed a force of bluejackets, and Chief 
Justice Chambers, under their guard, took 
his seat. 

Mataafa held aloof from these last devel- 
opments. The excitement continues. 


English Suppress Germans. 
_ San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 18.—A cablegram 
to the Call from Auckland, New Zealand, . 
under date of Jan. 15, says: 

When the Oceanic steamship Alameda left 
Apia on Jan 12 a revolution had broken out 
on the Samoan.Islands, and was being waged 
with much bloodshed and great destruction 
ofproperty. The warships Falke and Por- 
poise, the latter in command of Captain 
Sturdee, were then at the islands, and were 
taking part in suppressing jhe rising. 

On Dec. 31 the Chief Justice determined in 
favor of Malietoa Tanu, ‘claiming Mataafa 
was barred by treaty 6f Berlin, On Jan. 1 


and @efeated 2,000. of Maletoa’s men, am- 
bushing them and killing thirteen natives 
and wound many. The rebels Nave 
burned 400 houses and razed the towns on 
Upolu. The bread fruit trees have been cut 
down in many places. The foreigners are 
uninjured. 

The crew of the Porpoise is guarding the 
mission as a refuge for Malietoa. The three 
Consuls have signed a proclamation recog- 
nizing the Mataafa party provisional govern- 
ment pending instructions from the powers 
with President Rafael as executive head. 

On Jan. 6 Rafael, Rose concurring, pro- 
‘claimed the Supreme Court and took posses- 
sion, declaring himself Chief Justice. He 
asked Mataafa for 500 men, and was refused. 
The British and American Consuls united in 
a strong protest against the gction of the 
President of the Municipal Council. 

On Jan. 7 Captain Sturdee of the Purpoise 
and the two Consuls declared the action il- 
legal. The Porpoise cleared for action, and 
landed a force of marines. Its force was un- 
opposed, and took possession of the court. 
Chambers was reinstated, and\the British 
and American flag hoisted over\Chambers’ 
house and the courthouse. The provisional 
government wrote to Sturdee on Jan. 12 that 
he would seize Malietoa and take Tamasese 
off the Porpoise by force if necessary, de- 
prive them of their titles, and desert them. 
Chambers is residing on the Porpoise. 
The British and American Consuls 
have protested against any infringement of 
the Berlin treaty. » British residents have 
taken refuge in their consulate, and the 
American residents have taken. refuge in the 
mission. 

An American warship is urgently needed 
here. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—The situation 
in the Samoan Islands is realized here to be 
full of gravity. For some time past there 
has been an exchange of correspondence 
between the three governments parties to 
the treaty of Berlin respecting the choice of 
a successor to the late King Malietoa. 

The statements in the dispatch from Apia 
are not regarded here as conclusive, for 
the reason that they are in conflict with the 
“provisions of the treaty. 

If, as reported, Rafael, the President of the 
Municipal Council at Apia, and the German 
Consul, Rose, have seized the Supreme 
Court and pronounced themselves practical- 
ly dictators, it said here that they have 
violated the treaty absolutely. 

The Chief Justice, under the treaty, is 
made the court of last resort under any cir- 
cumstances, and, moreover, thé treaty in 
terms provides distinctly that in case of any 
dispute between the natives themselves, or 
between the foreigners in Samoa, that dis- 
pute shall be referred to the Chief Justice, 
and his decision shall be final. 
| ‘The treaty expresses the idea that this 
provision is to guard against hostile out- 
breaks. Therefore, it is searcely believed 
here that the President of the Council would 
thus deliberately’ violate the plain treaty 
provision. 

The report that the three Consuls have 
joined in a provisional recognition of Ma- 
taafa could not be reccneiled with the open 
disagreement with the terms of the treaty 
as to the choice of a King that such action - 
would involve, the. power of cettling disputes 
of this character being, as already stated, 
solely lodged in the hands of the Chief Jus- 
tice, who, by thé way, is in this case an 
American. 

The last advices of the government here 
were to the effect that the Chief Justice had 
this particular dispute eration, 
it having been regularly. referred to him, in 
accordance with the termsofthetreaty. 

His decision in all probability would be 
regarded as binding by the government of 
the United States. |

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 18.—[Special.]—In 
view of the tremendous interest in the ques< 
tion of the genuineness of the famous Keely 
motor experiments, and following upits own 
investigation of a week ago, the Press has 
just concluded an investigation of the dis- 
mantled workshop of John W.. Keely, 1420 
North Twentieth street, in an endeavor to 


: get at the bottom of the secret of the ese 
motor. 


In this work the indueibeaiads were as- 
sisted by Professor Herring, a consulting 
electrical engineer of wide experience; Pro- 


fessor Arthur W. Goodspeed, assistant pro- 


fessor of physics of the University of Penn- 
sylvania; Professor Leighter Witmer, pro- 
fessor of experimental psychology at the 
University of Pennsylvania; and Dr. M. 8.. 
Miller. In addition to - these gentlemen 
Clarence B. Moore, som of Mrs. Bloomfield 
Moore, was an interested spectator, and 
Coleman Sellers Jr. took part in the exam- 
ination of the flooring on Tuesday afternoon, 
when the most important find of all was 
made. 

- The investigation was most thorough, 
every bit of flooring was ripped up and every

Coleman Sellers said today: “ After see- 
ing the tubing in place under the floor of 
the Keely laboratory I am inclined to the 
opinién that the inventor employed com> 
pressed air in his experiments.

_Discover the Steel Sphere. 

The three-toh steel sphere, a description ot 
which has*been previously published in Tum: 
TRIBUNE, was the first object: of investiga- 
tion. It lay under the floor and was almost 
covered by the earth and refuse that had 
been used in filling up the space between the 
floor and the ground. 

Excavations were made on all sides until 
the sphere was entirely uncovered; It was 
found to be resting on the natural clay.

The discovery of this pipe and of all the 
odds and ends of high pressure tubing in a 
laboratory that for many years had been de- 
voted to forces which needed nothing but | 
wires or the air, and which reacted when 
Keely jangled. musical instruments, im- 
pressed the investigators forcibly as from 
day to day they kept on turning up the 
tubing. 

Disprove Vibration Theory. 

It was. recalled that as far back as 1887 
Keely had announced that his lever machine, 
which Professor Goodspeed saw him operate 
in 1889, was moved by vibrations caused by 
wires. In his annual report for 1887 Keely 
said: 

“I have already exhibited the raising of 
‘my leyer with an apparent uplifting expan- 
sive force of, say, 25,000 pounds per square 
inch, when, in fact, there was not an ounce 
uplifting expansive force under the piston 
or under the lever to raise. The gentlemen 
who saw this operation will recall the fact 
thiat\ the uplifting force to raise the lever 
was ‘transmitted through a wire,” etc. 

So much for Keely’s point of view, but in ‘ 
the light of the discoveries made this week 
it seemed clear.to all the investigators he 
could just as.easily have performed this lift- 
ing trick by using compressed air and trans- 
mitting through some of the tubes found 
under the flooring and in the -doorsill so 
conveniently near to the lever machine. 

It does not follow Keely did do this, but 
under the. conditions Professor Goodspeed 
and his conferees, for instance, saw the. 
experiments in 1889, at the request of Mrs. 
Meore, it was the general opinion that Keely 
would have been perfectly free to use com- 
pressed air without the slightest chances 
of detection,

HOUSE WRANGLES OVER PROPOSED 
GRANT TO PACIFIC COMPANY. 
Mr. Corliss of Michigan Leads the Op- 
Position and Advdeates Construc- 
tion by the Government—spiritea 
Debate Without Cenclasian Being 
Reached—Senate Spends the Day at 


Minor Business and Listens to Mr. 
Bacon's Speech on the Philippines. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—The Cornmit- 


tee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
had the right of way in the House today 
and succeeded in passing quite a number of 
bills of minor importance, mest of which 
authorized the construction of lighthouses, 
tog signals, etc. 

Thea the bill to grant the Pacific Cable 
company a subsidy of $100,000 a year for 
twenty years for the construction and opera- 
tion of a cable was called up and a spirited 
debate, which consumed the remainder of 
the day, followed. The opposition was head- 
ed hy Mr. Corliss (Rep., Mich.), who advo- 
cated the construction of a government 
cable.. 

No. conclusion was reached at the hour of 
adjournment, and as the special order under 
which the House was operating today ex- 
pired with the adjournment, and as objection 
was made to fixing another day for its con- 
sideration it goes over indefinitely until the 
committee can get another day or until a 
‘Special order is adopted. 

The Hawaiian cable bill called up provides 
for construction by what is known as the 
Scrymser syndicate. It guarantees the 
company $100,000 a year for twenty years 
for transmission of government messages. 

Mr. Bennett of New York opened the de- 
bate, advocating: the bill as providing a 
much neetied want by the strongest company 
in the fleld. Mr. Bailey and. Mr. Dockery, 


Democrats, interrupted with remarks indi- | 


cating they opposed the measure as ent 
a Pacific cable monopoly. Mr. Bennett sai 
he would at the proper time offer amend- 
ments requiring the company to maintain 
stations and run a cable to the Ladranesand . 
the Philippines. The bill already required 
the cable to be constructed acrogs to Japan, 
the Ladrones, and Philippine Islands. 

Mr. Bailey panes if this company was not 
seeking a subsidy for the company from 
Japan. 

Mr. Bennett replied that it was, but he 
denied the.statement of Mr. Bailey that the 
subsidies would pay the interest on enough 
money to construct the cable. Its cost, he 
said, would be $10,000,000. 

/Mr. Bennett said the cost of the cable to 
Honolulu would be about $2,500,000, the an- 
nual cost of maintenance $50,000, but pro- 
vision muat be made out of the surplus earn- 
ings fer repairs afl@ renewals, the average 
life of a, cable being about twenty years, 
The cost beyond Honolulu would be about 
$1,000 a mile for construction. 


Corliss Opposes the Bill. 

Mr. Corliss [Rep., Mich.], who was a mem- 
her of the committee that reported the bill, 
opposed it vigorously, He charged that the 
subsidy granted by the government in this 
bill, $2,000,000 in total amount, would con- 
struct the cable, President Scrymser was 
now at work trying to get a subsidy from 
Japan. The company was a gigantic monop- 
oly. It had been seeking subSidies from 
Congress for fifteen years. He believed in a 
government cable. One of the chief elements 
of England's strength, he said, was the fact | 
that she pushed her own lines of communi 
cation around the world. 

He produced a contract which, he said, was 
made between the Hawaiian republic on 
July 2,» 1898, a month before Hawaii was 
arnexed, and President Scrymser, giving the 
Pacific Cable company an absolute monop- 
oly of landing cables in that island 
twenty years. Scrymser, he said, ac 
slipped over and obtained this contract just 
before sovereignty was transferred. But 
President Dole, he said, had insisted upon a“ 
provision to the effect that this contract 
should not be binding if,the American State 
department should within six months ex- 
press its disapproval of the contract. Mr. 
Corliss said he had personally seen the Sec- 
retary of State about the matter, and he an- 
nounced that prior to Jan. 2, 1849, Secretary’ 
Hay had declared his disapproval, and the 
contract was therefore void. 

Mr. Corliss said we were paying during the 
war $2,000 a day in cable tolls. He said he 
would offer a substitute measure for the 
construction of a government cable to Ha- 
waii and the Philippines. 

‘The House adjourned without action. 


. Bacon Against Expansion. 
The feature of today's session of the Sen- 


ate was a speech delivered by Mr. Bacon 
[Dem., Ga.] in support of his resolutions

Mr. Bacon is one of the orators of the Sen- 
ate and as he gave himself free rein, not 
confining himself to notes, ‘he spoke strongly 
and effectively.

An artist is most appreciated, like every 
other biessing, when he is likely to be 
missed. And now that Mr. Theodore Spiering 
has practically determined to deprive the 
Chicago public of his art to the extent of 
discontinuing the Spiering quartet concerts, 
the mugic-lovers of the community will 
doubtless begin to wish that they had been 
more earnest in their support. Perhaps the 
glamour of a New York indorsement had 
something to do with it, but certainly Mr. 
Theodore Spiering never appeared to such 
adyantage as he did last night, when he 
combined with Mr.:Godowsky in giving a 
most delightful sonata recital. As a violin- 
ist Mr: Spiering has always seemed to be 
rather more concerned with the matter than 
the manner of his playing, so that, while his 
dislike for pyrotechnics has always been 
commendable, he has certainly lost some- 
thing in brilliancy of execution. 

Last night his whole performance seemed 
to ‘be as satisfactory as possible. His tone 
was full, round, and pure, his execution was 
masterly, though his technique was never 
obtrusive, and his interpretation throughout 
was beyond praise, There never has been 
a suspicion of sentimentalism about Mr. 
Spiering’s playing, which is almost objec- 
tive, if the epithet can be applied to virtu- 
osity. Yet, gin spite of his intelligent re- 
straint, he was at no loss last night to give 
full scope to the passion which Foote in- 
fused into his G Minor Sonatat. If it were 
possible to pick out any particular move- 
ments for special commendation, one would 
naturally choose the allegro con fuoco of 
the Foote Sonata and the opening move- 
ment, marked allegro amabile, of the 
Brahms Soyata in A minor. The former

For when the fact is taken into considera- 
tfon that Meyer commenced his career as 
the secretary, bookkeeper, and general fac- 
totum of Blanche d’Antigny, the infamous 
creature who served as model for Zola’s 
creation of ‘‘ Nana,’’ it will readily be un- 
derstood that any honest woman would 
dislike the idea of appearing with him on 


the same picture.

Arthur Meyer cannot be deeply mortified 
by the anger so publicly manifested by the 
Duchess at being portrayed in his company. 
For by his imperviousness to snubs, even

| Council board of the leaders of the monarchi- 


cal party. | 

Although a Jew by race, as indicated by 
his name and by his appearance, he has in 
his capacity of editor in, chief of the mon- 
archical Gaulois, led the campaign against 


the people of his race, and against Dreyfus. 


Indeed, there have been no more bitter 
articles against the Hebrews than those pub- 
lished over the signature of Arthur Meyer, 
while he has rendered himself conspicuous

dowager Duchess of Uzes was induced to

through his disastrous and utterly discred- 
itable association with Boulanger, lost all 
chance of obtaining possession of the French 
throne. 

But it is particularly on the so-called fleld 
of honor that Arthur Meyer, who is held 
up to public obloquy and contempt in the 
pages of Le Druide by its author, “ Gyp,’”’ 


won for himself undying fame and distinc- 


tion. His duels have not been numerous, 
For inocuous as are encounters of this kind 
tn France, Meyer has, nevertheless, always 
shown an extraordinary reluctance to cross 


swords or to exchange pistol shots.

hand, and, at the same time made a terrific 
lunge forward. His own rapier entered his 
adversary’s stomach, and the latter lay for 
a long time at death’s door. £€

occasion was the well known novelist, Al- 
phonse Daudet, and I shall never forget 
his inexpressible disgust at the behavior of 
his principal, which was of such a character 
as to place him beyond the pale of men of 
honor had he ever been able to lay any 
just claims to that designation. 


Had he been of good birth and of position 


this conduct on the field of honor would have 
earned for him everlasting ostracism of 
the .most severe kind. But people were 
disposed to be more indulgent in his case.

Cook County Jurists Invite the Public 
and the Bar Asaociation to 
Them Information to Aid in the Se- 
lection—Want Objects to Appear— 
Determined to Eradicate Evile— 
How Men Will Be Picked—List of 


Names Sent In. 


The twenty-eight Judges in Cook County 
are going out on the housetops this yea~ 
in selecting. the fifty justices of the peace 
for the next four years. The demands fora 
purification of the justice courts have been 
met by the Judges with a determination to 
place the blame for improper selections on 
the people. Hitherto the Judges have re- 
ceived applications in chambers and in 
February have met and quietly selected 
names for submission to the Governor. No 
one knew who was seeking the places until 
the list was in the hands of the Governor, 
and then sometimes not until it had been 
sent to the State Senate for confirmation, 


too late for protests to avail. 
All this will be changed now. 


“Bring on your objections,”’ 
Judges. ‘‘ Bring them in person or send 
them by mail. Address them to any Judge 
in the county. If any person in Chicago 
has a valid objection to the selection of any 
candidate; we want to hear him. If any one 
has been wronged by any of the present 
justices, that is especially what we want 


to know.”’ 


What the Judges Say. 

This statement was made yesterday by 
Judke Neely, the chairman of the Judges’ 
committee which has the arrangement in 
charge. It was echoed by Judges Hanecy 


and Horton. 


“We are bent on the purification of the 
justice courts,’’ said Judge Horton. 
justice courts are not altogether bad, but we 
are going to leave nothing undone to better 
them so far as lies within our power.”’ 

“It should be borne in mind,” said Judge 
Neely, “ that the Judges cannot personally 
know every one of the fifty justices they 
must recommend. We hope the public will 
aid us, and we look to the Bar asseciation, 
which has been especially severe on the 
justice courts, to come to our assistance in 
_selecting the best men, or rather in keeping 


out bad men.” 


Already the applications are pouring into 
the office of Deputy Clerk William O. La 
Monte. Seventy had been filed up to the. 
close of business yesterday. This does not 
include the fifty-five names of tncumbents, 
who are supposed to be candidates adn re- 


election as a matter of course.

By the time the lists get to the Judges 
it is expected they will show 500 candidates. 
They bring all-manner of indorsements. The 
manner of selection, however, 
Judges wide latitude in making up the list. 
The towns are taken up separately and bal- 
lots are handed around, giving the names 
and recommendations of every candidate for 
that town. The Judges mark nameés to the 
number to be selected. The candidates 
having a majority are declared elected. This 
gives the Judges ample opportunity to heed 
protests, and with the publicity given, 
is believed the selection of unworthy candi- 
dates can be prevented. Already people 
are coming in with protests against some 


of the present justices. 


Helped by Supreme Court. 

The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
has cleared up the situation regarding the 
selection of justices in this city. The Gov- 
ernor will be unable to make any shifts in the 
lists sent him by the Judges. They wiil ar- 
range the list of the candidates who are to 
succeed incumbents. The only thing the 
Governor can dois to reject the name alto- 
gether, in which case the incumbent will 
hold over. The Supreme Court has prevent- 
ed any juggling with the list for political or 


personal reasons. , 


One great trouble cannot be reached under 
the present law. The justices of the peace 
outside of the city will still have jurisdiction 
‘in cases from Chicago, and the long trips to 
country towns to appear in cases at unrea- 
‘gonal hours, and all the other methods of 
titing out defendants to shady suits cannot 
be done away with by the Judges.
